CONS PANTINOPLE-—=MAY 2. 

The Ottoman squadron, three ships of the line, two cor- 
vettes, two-bomb-ketches, and 20 gun-boats, sét'sail some days 
since ; a considerable number of transports, laden with troops 
and provisions, folldwed them. ‘They will rendezvous at 
Rhodes, and proceed.on their destination, which is supposed to 
be landing in Egypt near Damietta. 

Every thing is prepared for the departure of the Grand Vi- 
zier, who is expected to set out on the roth. The army uvder 
his command will amount to 100,000 men. 

According to the last advices received from St John d’Acre 
the French ‘army is still in ‘the enviroris of that city. AU the 
fears. we had entertained with respect to the Druses are dissipa- 
ted ; their Chiefs having sent Lx, ri Pacha some persons of 
eminence as hostages for their conduct. 

The Count de Ludolf, Minister from the King of Naples, has 
just received the ratification of the treaty which he has con- 
cluded with the Porte. . 

. COIRE=MAY 19. 

The following is the position taken by the army: The divi- 
sion commanded by General Hotze, 10,500 men, is ‘posted in 
the environs of Ragatz, Flams, and Wallenstact. The divi- 
sion of General Hiller, 7000, extends from Pfaffers, by Vecltis, 
Flimmersberg, St Vattin, &c. towards Glaris. ‘The division of 
Génefal Bellegarde.of 14,000, which has advanced’ by Martins- 
bruckand Nauders, extends from Ilans, by Flans and Dissenitis, 
into the canton of Uri. = 

BREGENTZ——MAY 22. : 
. The whele shore of the lake of Constance is now evacuated 
by the French. A vast number of a. of artillery taken from 
the enemy, the greater part of which had been taken from the 
arsenals of Switzerland, have been brought here ; they. will be 
sent to Coire and Inspruck. ; 
ENGEN-—=-MAY 23. 
“The 2rst in the morning the Austrian as passed the 
rely abandoned 
the opposite bank. ‘The Austrians took possession of the city 
of Constance, which the enemy had evacuated on the 20th. 
In the afternoon the Archduke Charles arrived at Singen with 
his head quarters. He was ollowed by the main bédy of his 
army, amounting to about 20,000 All these troops én- 
camped on the 22d in the environs gf Singen ; to-day they will 
resume their march for Schaffhousen and Diedenhofen, where 
it has heen necessary to build bridges, the French having de- 
stroyed all the bridges on the Rhine quite to Basle. 

The head quarters this afternoon Singen, and will be 
transferred to Schaffhousen. A great number of the inhabi- 
tants on the right bank have been pressed to work in re-build- 
ing the bridges, 

According to letters from Schaffhousen, the French abandon- 
ed the left bank on this side, about one in the morning of the 
2ist. They were principally forced to this retreat, by General 
Hotze advancing on the right bank of their army. According 
to the latest advices, this General had his head quarters at 
Lichtensteig, in the Toggenbourg, and his corps was advancing 
directly to Zurich; it is even said, that the Imperial troops 
have entered the latter city, and that Massena has retired be- 
hind the Aar. 

The Austrian flotilla, commanded by Colonel Williams, ar- 
rived on the afternoon of the 20th at Rorsehach, after haying 
greatly harassed the French in their retreat. 


COURT MARTIAL. 

A Court Martial is now fitting at Eaftbourne, for 
the trial of Cornet Thomas Collinfon, of the Ayrthire 
regiment of fencible cavalry, late acting paymalter there- 
of, upon the following charges, viz. 

“ Defertion from his Majelty’s fervice, and having 
behaved in a fcandalous ‘and infamous manner, unbe- 
coming the charaéter of an officet and a-gentleman, by 
carryicg off, embezzling, and applying to his own ufe, 
certain large fums of money, with’ which he had been 
entrufted for the payment of the quarters “of the Ayr- 
fhire regiment of fencible cavalry, for the month of 
February laft, and of fubfiftence of the officers and 
men thereof for the month following, and for other 
ufes of the corps.” - 7 

Lord Camelford arrived on the 7th ult: with a com- 
panion and two feryants, at Cuxhaven.

The Hamburgh mail arrived this morning in courfe. 
It brings ‘no intelligence of any importance, to which 
we can attach implicit credit, at the very late date of 
the difpatches fent from Vienna by Sir Morton Eden, 
and their filence as to the events which the letters by 
this mail announce, render it very doubtful. The 
Hamburgh paper contains the following articles, part of 
which we know to be true: 

** According to letters from Venice, Ancona fur- 
rendered to the Ruflians and Englifh on the 19th May, 
and Ferarra furrendered to the Imperialifts on the 22d.

—from Verona, May 25—~and from Roveredo, May 
25, detailing obftinate engapements,- near Magnano, on 


the 18th, in which the French attacked and fought with

VIENNA—MAY 29. 

General Kray has turned the fiege of Mantua, which 
was going to commence, into a blockade. 

Intelligence has reached us by two eltaffettes, of 
the Archduke’s having penetrated into Switze rland. 

It has now been difcovered that the garrifon of Man- 
tua is hot fo {trong as it was at firft fuppofed to be, and 
that it confilts only of 8 or gooo men, it having been 
the defign of the French to throw afterwards more 
troops into that fortrefs; but the Auftrians advanced fo 
rapidly, that they had not time to effec their purpofe. 
—The garrifon is in want of falt and vinegar. 

CONSTANTINOPLE—MAY 10. 

Yefterday intelligence was received here bya cou- 
rier, from Dghezar Pacha; in Syria, as well.as by ano- 
ther courier from: Sir Sidney Smith, to the Britifh 
Ambaffador here, that the French have fuffered’a fe- 
cond defeat in Syria. They had appeared a fecond 
time before the fortrefs of St John d’Acre, and at- 
tempted to carry it by ftorm: But the affault was 
beaten off, and Dghezar Pacha attacked the enemy af. 
terwards on their retreat, afhifted by the Englifh officers. 
Sir Sidney mentions, that 4000 of the enemy were 
flain, and .the reft difperfed:- Molt of theenemy’s ar- 
tillery and camp-baggage fell into the hands of the con- 
querors, who in other refpeéts fook but a few prifoners. 
The Turks and Englith alfo took feveral fhips on the 
coalt of Paleftine, which had been fent from Egypt 
with ammunition and military {tores. 

ANOTHER LETTER,;—SAME DATE. 

The fiege of St -Jean D’Acre is now completely 
raifed. Ghezar Pacha writes, that being fupported by 
6000 cavalry in the attack of the French, at Sichem or 
Nableure, he'took 82 pieces. of cannon, the military 
chelt, and. all the enemy’s baggage. Among the killed 
he reckons about 1000 French, the reft being Arabians, 
Egyptians, &c. ‘The French being. upon their retreat 
from Syria, it is thought the departure of the Grand 
Vizier will be deferred. , 

IMPERIAL HEAD-QUARTERS AT PARADILES, 

: MAY 25. 

This morning General Nauendorf attacked the enemy. 
To this affair which,foon became rather obftinate, but 
ended about noon, we had feveral killed, wounded, and 
taken, but their number is not confiderable. Among 
the wounded is General Kienmyr, who was flightly 
wounded, and General Piacfeck, who falling among 
the enemy’s cavalry, received from eight to ten cuts of 
a fabre, over the head. , 

Notwithftanding the lofs which our troops fufféred, 
they neyerthelefs gained the end which they propofed 
to. shaldves, by the junction of General Hotze’s.corps 
with the army of the Archduke Charles. The adion 
took place between Winterthur and Fauenfield, 





HOUSE OF LORDS—June 10,

The laft witnefs ftated, that the out-fit and cargoes 
of 140 veflels employed in the traffic in the year 1798, 
amounted to 1,640,000l. and the flect had 5000 {ea- 
men on board.

ADDRESS TO THE KING. 

Lord Grenvinre rofe, and having obferved to their 
Lordfhips, that his Majefty had been gracioufly pleafed 
to fend a meflage to that Houfe on Thurfday lalt, where- 
in he fignified his Royalfintention of fubfidizing the Em- 
peror of Ruffia, as in that meflage {pecified, moved an 
Addrefs to his Majefty, wherein, after complimenting 
the vigour and energy of the Raufhian alliance, and e- 
choing the meffage throughout, he added the €0-ope- 
ration ofthat Houfe in his ‘Majefty’s withes. 

Earl Firzwituiam faid, he had as earneft a defire 
to co-operate with the wifhes of his Majefty as any No- 
ble Lord in that Houfe, but he was of opinion, that 
nothing could be mote agreeable to the moft earneft 
wifhes of his Majefty than peace. He was fearful that 
aggravating terms would not accelerate, but retard that 
defireable object ; the'latter words in the Addrefs mo- 
ved by the Noble Lord had that tendency, viz. the 
words, “ [nfupportable tyranny of the French Repub- 
lic.” He therefore moved, by way of amendment, 
that the words “ Infupportable tyranny {be ommitted, 
and then the fentence would ftand “ the deliverance of 
Europe from the French Republic.” 

The Earl of Liverroot, with fome warmth, fup- 
ported the words of the original, and argued, that they 
contained that woeful ‘truifm, which alone inftigated 
our interference for the-delivery of Europe from that 
** infupportable tyranny,” 

Lord Hotranp oppofed the. addrefs entirely ; the 
chief points whereon he dwelt were, that in crufhine 
one kind of tyranny, wé only encouraged another, and 
afforded an opportunity to Ruflia of overwhelming Eut 
rope, inftead: of delivering it. — 

The Marquis of Lanspowne took a general view of 
the character of the Sovereigns of Europe, as far as they 
were concerned in the prefent war, and particularly ad- 
verting to to all who had been our allies, obferved, that 
one after another, as fa(t as each had his refpective turn 
ferved, they feverally deferted us. ‘Each had* nothing 
but aggrandifement in view ; and thofe who pompoufly 
now ftood forward as the deliverers of Europe from 
** infupportable tyranny,” were the very perfons who 
defolated and divided Poland. ‘The Noble Marquis 
then, with his ufual eloquence, animadverted on the 
war, and the mistortune that involved us in it, till Mi- 
nifters are to reftore the loft Monrachy of France. — 
He oppofed the addrefs. 

Here an explanation took place between Lords Hol- 
land, Grenville, and Lanfdowne. 

The amendment was then ‘Hegatived without a divi- 
fion, and the original queftion upon the addrefs carried 
nem. con.—Adjourned. A
